Washington, Aug. 9— General Otis 
coDflrms the report of a battle at San 
FMnando In the following cablegram: 

"ManUU. Aus. 9.— MacArthur. with 
1,000 m«B, attacked iBsurgent army. 
B.OOO strong, concentrated around San 
Fernando, 5:16 a. m. At 10 a. m. bad 
driven it five mllea in direction of An- 
gelaa Catualtlea few. Attack ordered 
tor Aug. T; rain did not parmit nove- 
ment Railway from Angelea north 
badly washed by unprecedented floods 
of last six weeks beyond ability of tn> 
lurgents to repair." 

DETAILS OF ' BATTLR 

la PImM the Mud Was Kn«i Deep nm 
Field Fought Over. 
Manilla, Aug. 9.— Details of General 

MacArthur's advance beyond San Fer- 
nando showed that the Americans cov- 
ered five mllps in the first five hours, 
and at 2 o'clock bad advanced six miles 
along th» nUiway stretching on each 
side of It for two miles and re.stlng at 
night three miles from Angeles, which 
will be made the northern base of oper- 
ations, instead of San Fernando, where 
a garrison of 900 men haa bean left 
The c«aaaltl«» are between 80 and 40. 
Hie Filipinos were sarprlsed, expect- 
ing the American for<e.s to move 
•gainst Tico. Tbey followed their 
usual tactics of holding their trenches 
until they became too warm and then 
retreating disorder. They are now 
(ailing back westward to Poric. The 
Twelfth and Seventeenth regiments 
bad the sharpest engagements. 

The country our troops passed over 
is covered with rice fields and bamboo 
thickets, the bfr^est possible ground 
tor marching. Tlw mud in places was 
knee <leep. 

Angeles is one of the richest towns 
□ orth of Manilla, and is considered to 
be a better base of operations than San 
Fernando. The forces at San Fer- 
nando consisted of the Iowa regiment, 
the Seventeenth, the Ninth, the 
Twelfth regiment. Pells' new Thirty- 
sixth regiment, a battalion of the Six- 
teenth regiment, troop E of the Fourth 
cavalry and 16 guns. 

The movement had been planned for 
some time, but was delayed by rains. 
Finally two days of sunshine dried the 
rice fields snfliclently to permit of the 
attempt. The Americans' position bad 
Icwg been unpleaaant. The Insurgents 
almost surrounded the town and fired 
nearly nightly Into it, the Americans 
not replying except on e.xtreme provo- 
cation. It was necessary to keep 500 
to 600 men on tba outpost duty con- 
•tantly. 

The American loss in the fighting 

about San Fernando at 3 o'cldck was 
known to be eight ni*n killed and 2C 

wounded Th»» loss ni;iy pos.sililv rx- 

ceed these figures, as the line is five 
miles long, and it Is impossible at this 

hour to hear from every point. 

Our troops are now about Angeles 
waiting for the artlnery; which has the 
greateat difficulty In moving owing to 
the wet ground. 

The attack was opened at 5 a. m. A 
battery of the First artillery shelling 
Bacalor on the left. Simultaneously 
BMl's Thirty-sixth infantry struck Ba- 
ealar firMa the r%ar aa4 dtoTe the in- 
■urgent* out Armored oaM, each with 
a Sxpoander and two gattling revolv- 
ing cannon on board, were mounted on 
tbo railroad track in the center of our 
llnea. Boon afterwards theao gnas dlo 
•harp esecutlpn. 

Battery M of the Third artillery and 
100 men of the Iowa regiment made a 
feint towards Mexico, while the main 
body of troops, consisting of the Iowa 
regiment, the Seventeentb regiment 
ui4'« battalion of the Twenty-second 
under Oeneral Wheaton on the right, 
and the Ninth regiment. Twelfth regi- 
ment and Bell's regiment, under l.is- 
cum, on the left, advanced tteadily. 
pouring their flre Into the Insurgents 
and receiving a heavy flt-e In return. 

The Fillplhoi were well protected by 
krenehea and leemed not to lack am- 
munition. But they were unable to 
withstand for any length of time the 
ball of shots our artillery and in- 
fantry poured in on them, and re- 
treated, leaving dead and wounded on 
tho field. A 'doten prisoners were cap- 
tarad by our troops. 

The reports indicate that the Ninth 
Infantry suffered the most, though the 
eaaualties of all the regiments are not 
fat reported. 

The weather was extremely hot and 
our troops suffered greatly, but thdre 
was no faltering. 

A company of the Sixteenth regi- 
ment went to the relief of Bell's regl- 
nent According to reports the insur- 
ff^XM are harassing him in the rear. 



OOINQ TO WASH INGTON 
To Qoiiipluin or I'lieir Wrongs to the 
I'resideiit. 
New York, Aug. 9.— A. Cervantes, 
editor, and Ricardo Arnauto. manager 
of the El Reconcentrado, the stippress- 
ed Havana newspaper, who are now on 
the way to Washington to complain 
.of their wrongs, have Issued a Joint 
statenentc Among other things tbey 
Gay: 

"El Reconcentrado was in existence 
long before the war between America 
and Spain bad begun. Because of the 
radical and llberty-loviag policy of the 
paper the Spanish officers thought wi^ I 
to suppress the paper, and for a time 
Its regular Issues ceased. It was only 
onJuly 30, and bjr orderof Oeneral Lud- 
low, of the American army, that the 
office Was finally closed EI Reconron- 
trado was an independent organ who.se 
aim was the independence of Cuba, and 
at the same time waa the only recog- 
nised organ of the Cuban army. 

"Today there is no Independence In 
Cuba, and I canont be led to believe, 
after my experience as an editor, t>.at 
the American flag floats over the island 
of Cuba. In fact the Inhabitants, or 
many of them, still think that th< 
Spanish emblem floats over Morro Cas- 
tle. They have no reason to know any 
difference."

— A terrible trag- 
edy occurred three miles east of tble 
city resulting in the death of Edward 
Ekinger, his wife and t-yoaroold 
daughter. Neighbors dlscoversd the 
dead bodies of the three lying upon the 
bed in the Eckinger home. 

Mrs. Eckinger evidently first shot 
her husband and daughter with a ahot- 
gun and then tried to commit suicide 
by gashing the veins In her wrist with 
R knife. The latter apparently proved 
too slow or else tdo painful, for the 
woman put a third charge into the 
gun and sent it through her heart. 

SIcklnger was 25 years old and a 
farm laborer. Lately be has been 
drinking quite heavily and frequent 
Quarrels took place between him and 
his Wife. The couple had agreed to 
separata. Mrs. Eckinger was aged 23.

Aug. 9.— Nelson Bit- 
ser, a prominent farmer, was fatally 
injured in a ▼err siMtlar accident. 
He was driving a traction engine and 
separator down a steep grade, when 
they got beyond his control. The sep- 
arator crashed forward into the engine, 
crushing Bltser against the boiler and 
Injuring blm so badly Internally that 
he can not recover. He was also ter- 
ribly scalded by escaping steam.

Details of the 
arrangements will be announced when 
it is definitely known about how many 
guesta may be expected. 

This meeting was called some time 
ago by Governor Sayers of Texas. He 
extended a general invitation to all 
governors and attorney generals in the 
United States to be present Replies 
have been received from many of them 
indicating that they will attend, and It 
Is believed now that more than three- 
fourths of the states will be represent- 
ed.

Wilmington. O.. Aug. 9.— At 111" an- 
nual reunion of tbe Seventy-ninth Ohio 
regiment held hora a letter was read 
from Adjutant General H. C. Corbln. 
whose military service began aa sec- 
ond lieutenant in this regiment In the 
course ot tbe letter. General Corbiu 
aays: 

"Many of the men have a^ked me to 
write them of our work in *he Philip- 
pines, it is already a long and inter- 
esting chapter; and yet, for obvious 
reason,! hesitate to even touch upon It 
The war with Spain was forced upon 
us. It became our duty to drive Spain 
from this side of the eontlnant In 
doing so, under the lawa of nations, 
we fell heir to tlieae Islsnds, but tbey 

came as a sequence of a successful war, 
a responsibility that our government 
did not solicit, but one wa-ail|4i honor 
and duty bound to meat 
**lfl tlia affairs of aattOBs, no leas 

than of men. time enters into the prob 
lera. Our former comrades well know 
that v e cannot plant corn one week 
and harvest it the nsxt When I tend- 
ed tba fields as a lad we planted In the 
springtime, and, if diligent in the care 
of the cro;), we harvested in the au- 
tumn. 

"We cannot hope to do better In our 
undertaking In the archipelago. Far- 
mers never planted successfully out of 
selison. No more can the army operate 
successfully over there in tba rainy 
season. A resolution of cMigress, mak- 
ing appropriations does not give us an 
army and equipments. These follf)w in 
time, but only successfully with time, 
great care and diligence. These have 
been given, and if I mistake not rery 
soon you will see the efforts of Dewey, 
Merrltt Otis. Lawton. .MacArthur and 
our other gallant generals and their 
soldiers and sailors, gather • beantl- 
ful harvest of success, one that will 
tbrlll the hefir's of our gcods soldiers 
and make all fjur i>ec,plf glad, and then

Valuable Relics I nearthed In Aaclent 
<'ltles of Southwest. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 9.— Laden 
with relics of tbe cli|( dwellers, Rev 
Dr. George T. Cole has retmmed from 
a Journey to the ruined citi's of South- 
eastern Colorado and New Mexico. Val- 
uable results were secured by excava- 
tions in ancient aommttnal dwellings, 
as yet nnnamed, which atasd on cliffs 
of the Santa Fe river, 14 miles from 
Eepanola. N. M. Tbere were not less 
than 1600 rooms in the large building 
In its prime. It was 240 by 300 feet. 
Dr. Cole estimates that from 4800 to 
6000 people lived in the place. 

Among tbe bones taken from the 
burial mound were a woman's femur 
19 inches long, showing a giantess 
seven feet tall. The cliff on which the 
ruin (Stands ris(^ a thousand feet above 
the f iiirdinidinp iciintiy.

May Cause Trouble. 

London, Aug. 9. — The British tor- 
pedo gunboat Leda found a French 
boat fishing within the 3-mlle limit. 
The fisherman attempted to sseapa and 
did not stop when a blank shot was 
fired. The Leda then fired a shot dis- 
abling the flbhlug boat and killed tbe 
balmsman. 

Burned to Death. 

Ashtabula, O., Aug. 9. — i^e charred 
l)Ody of Swede Charlie was found in 
the ruins of his burned shop. ^ 



London, Aug. 9.— Tbe queen's speech 
at tba prorogation of parliament oon- 

tained the following statementa: 

"My relations with the other powera 
coBtiana fHaadhr. 

"The conference summoned by the 
emperor of Russia to consider meas- 
tHa far KMM»ti«ff tba^aalataaaaea of 

peace has completed its sittings. Al- 
though the result of Its deliberations 
did not duly correapoai Witb the lofty 
aims which it was summoned to ac- 
complish, it has met with a considera- 
ble uieasui o of succc hs The institu- 
tion of a permanent tribunal of arbi- 
tration cannot fail to diminish the fre- 
quency of war. while the extension of 
tbe Geneva convention will mitigate Hs 
horrors. " 

After reference to the conclusion of 
ABtio*Firaneb aonventlon on the sub- 
Jaet of the Nile valley and the Anglo- 
Russian convention in regard to rail- 
way enterprisaa la Cblna, tba spsasb 
continued: 

"We baye reeelred a petition from a 
considerable number of my subjects 
residing in the South Afiii an republic, 
praying my assistance to obtain a re- 
moval of grievances and disabilities of 
whch they complain. Tbe position of 
my subjects In the South African re- 
public is inconsistent with the promise 
of equal treatment whereon my grant 
of International dependent to that ra* 
pnblle waa founded, and the unrest 
caused thereby is a constant source 
of danger to the peace and prosperity 
of the dominions in South Africa. Ne« 
gotlatlons on this subject with tbafOV* 
ernmbnt of tba Sontb Afrkaa rapwbik 
have been entered Into and am itUl 
proceeding." 

Another paragraph dealt wItb th« 
satisfactory raporte of tba raeoTary af 
the agriculture and trade of India from 
the depression caused by the famine, 
but it adds fears are now entertained 
for the prospects of harvests In west- 
em and central India owing to tba la< 
sufficient ratnfsll, though the offieiala 
are taking timely precautions to meet 
any scarcity. The speech then reads: 

"I regret to add that the plague, 
though still confined to the total of 
199 acres affected during the winter, 
shows no signs of abatement." 

The speech thanks the commons for 
tbe liberality witb which they have 
provided for the navy and military de- 
ft nce of theempire. and concludes with, 
references to the benefits which may 
be expected from tbe domestic ieglsla- 
llOB passed.

that Oell had stolen any letter.
